AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 
Dear Resident, 


The Public Inquiry into the Cleveland Child Abuse Cases has aroused great concern 
amongst those dealing with children at risk. The report has been studied by the 
Social Services Department seeking to improve their ow procedures. Improvements 
include extra training within the County Council and between other Child Agencies 
and the setting up of a specialist team. Cambridgeshire is fartunite in having_ 
undergone a major review during the mid-1980's and many of the recommendations in 
the Cleveland Report are already in operation. 


The County Council's review of Services for Children includes amongst its proposels 
the closure of Midfield Assessment Centre near Oakington, the closure of 2 other 
childrens homes with improvements to other existing establishments. Staff and 
resources being re-deployed to focus on Ways of preventing the need for formal care 
outside the family. For example, providing a Fome Finding Unit whica will increase 
the Committee's capacity to recruit and retrain foster parents. To provide a more 
flexible service which will be more responsive to individual needs. 


One of the responsibilities of the County Council is to produce overail strategies 
for the excavation of sand and gravel, draft proposals being published earlier this 
year. The Land Use Planning Sub-Committee has considered the representations and @ 
made a number of ammendments to the draft. The main proposals of the plan which 
provides policy guidance for-planning applications, siting, control of mineral 
extractions throughout the County covering a period to the year 2001, it plane the 
extraction of 1,8.8 million tone of sand@ and gravel and 54 million tons of rock. 

The extraction of and and gravel whilst providing materials for industzy also 
provide opportunities for waste disposal and sites for spprt, recreation and wildlife. 


The County Council is also considering the revised modifications to the Cambe. 
Structure Plan announced at the beginning of July. Whilst welcoming the confirma— 
tion of the Green Belt I am opposed to the proposal for a new development of 3000 
houses along with substancial out of town shopping facilities and High Téeh Science 
Park on the ALS west of Cambridge, as I believe this development would not meet the 
stated objectives of the Structure Plan. I would prefer to see a greater enphasis 
on housing in the Fenland area to meet District Councils request for extra develop- 
ment and a greater degree of flexibility between District Councils in relatioxship 
to housing alloc®tions. I feel sure that the County Council as a whole will raise 
objections to the AS west of Cambridge development proposals and hope that their 
representations along ™*® many others will be successful. ®
